The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims 34, 73-74, 99-107, 109-114 are drawn to a single molecule 
reagent of structure (I). There is no prior art disclosing the applicant's

compounds. The closest prior art Wilbur et al. teach trifunctional reagent 
comprising tricarboxybenzene, biotin as the affinity ligand, maleimide as the 
biomolecule reactive moiety, iodinated benzene as the effector agent, and 
trioxadiamine as linker 1, linker 2, and linker 3. Wilbur et al. do not teach that 
linker 1 through which affinity ligand is attached to benzene comprises an 
aspartyl group. It would not have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of invention to employ linker 1 which comprises an aspartyl 
group. Thus, the compounds of structure (I) are new and non-obvious over 
the prior art. Accordingly, the instant invention as defined by claims 34, 73-74, 
99-1 07, 1 09-1 1 4 is novel and allowable over prior art.
